The Case For Noncormercial Use
Columbus is in the B conitour of Channel 6 television station WRTYV, Indianapolis. New and
existing stations in and near the reserved band rule use of a channel in the reserved band
out.. Columbus does not need another commercial station. Six commercial stations are
already broadcasting from this small town.. Every fown in the area with a population greater
than 2,00 already has a commercial allottment. Again, this is the last chance for a full service
